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1. Sometime between Msy and Septcmoer 19^2, two 
Americans were captured by a sapper unit of the Viat Cong (VC) 

Quang Nam province unit in L am Thanh hamlet, Hoa Duong village, 

Hao Vang district, and turned over to the Military Proselyting 
Section of Quang Nam province- As deputy chief of the section ’in 
charge of prisoners of war, [Major De Can decided to release the 
prisoners because there was no adequate detention camp nearby and 
to take them to the Military Proselyting Section of Military Inter-Region 
5 would take between two and three months. * 


2. One of the prisoners released was called Brown and held 
the rank of either private first class or sergeant; he was an advisor to 
the GVN Regional Forces Company in Kao Vang district. He was 
between 19 and 26 years of age, about 1.80 meters tall, and weighed 
about 75 kilograms; he had grey eyes, blond hair, a large forehead, ^ 
straight nose and pale complexion. The other prisoner was called Kim 
(phonetic), and held the same rank and position as the other prisoner. 
He was about the same age as Brown and was about l. 90 meters tall 
and weighed about 85 kilograms. He also had blond hair, grey eyes, a 
straight nose but had a tanned complexion. **
